Jeremy and Jenni, 

First, let me say how much I appreciate Kay's introduction. 

The response of Governor's staff and Department heads in these challenging times has been appreciated by those who 
live in small towns and counties who will have the greatest impact from the proposed Atlantic Coast Pipeline. Meetings 
held with advocates are an indication of a willingness to listen and to participate in democratic decision making. 

Most recently, I have been particularly encouraged by the Roundtable between Governor Cooper, his staff and tribal 
leaders. That brings me to the purpose of this outreach. The communities along the Pipeline have been rife with 
reports of pressure and intimidation from the ACP corporation. This has been true in the tribal communities as well. As 
you might imagine this raises concern about tribal members' landowners right to Free, Prior and Informed Consent 
under the UN Declaration on the Rights of Indigenous Peoples. 










After consultation with some community leaders, I would like to propose a meeting with Governor Cooper and affected 
landowners and farmers who are members of State Recognized tribes affected by the Pipeline. We would prefer to have 
this meeting before Christmas. That is a short timeline so I look to you for ideas about when we can meet. We would be 
willing to identify landowners who can travel to meet with the Governor and staff. Tribal members would also like to 
invite their legislators so everyone is on the same page as they express and discuss their experience with the Atlantic 
Coast Pipeline, Piedmont Gas and their representatives.
